FAMOUS IR ISHMAN IS DEAD 


S ir R obert Hart, Who Modernized Chi­ 
nese Customs, Expires in England. 


London, Sept. 21.— S ir R obert Hart, 
dir«x»tor general of customs In China 
irqui U'^l tv 1 5)98 and inspector gen­ 
eral Kino»* 1SG3. ft dead here. 
S ir R or- 
ert had been living in England since 
his retirem ent from the Chinese serv­ 
ice because of 111 health. 
S ir R obert Hart, who was an Irish ­ 
man by birth, had been in the Chin» se 
maritime customs service since 1859. 
He was born In I S3.’». 
S ir R obert was the most potent link 
between China and th«* W estern world. 
He created its customs s» rvice; 
he 
gave China a comprehensive tariff, and 
was behind practically every commer­ 
cial treaty that China made prior to 
1908. 
H e was secretary to the commission 
of the allies which met in Canton In 
1858. 
He ent<*red the Chinese cus­ 
toms s«*rvice as deputy commissioner 
the next year. 
After being advanced 
to the post of Inspector general of cus­ 
toms la 1803 he reorganized the s«t v - 
ice on modern lines. 
Chinese and M alay pirates at that 
time mad«» Chinese waters unsafe to 
commerce. 
H art «quipped 
a 
larg«- 
fleet of steamers to hunt the pirates 
down. 
He «established lighthouses and 
later a postal service, 
in recognition 
of 
his innumerable services he 
re­ 
ceived the greatest honors lu the gift 
of the Chimvse government.

London, Sept 21.— S ir Robert Hart, 
director general of customs in China 
from i'Jy i to 1908 and inspector gen

ert had been living In england sin<* 
his retirement from the Chinese serv­ 
ice because of ill health. 
Sir Robert Hart, who was an Irish 
man by birth, had been in the Chint se 
maritime customs service since 1859. 
He was born in 1835. 
S ir Robert was tho most potent link 
between China and the W estern world. 
He created its customs service;

gave China a comprehensive tariff, and 
was behind practically every commer­ 
cial treaty that China made prior to 
1908.

He entered the Chinese cus­ 
toms service as deputy commissioner 
the next year.
